19. (original) A method of treating a mammal suffering from fibromyalgia syndrome, 
comprising the step of: 

administering to said mammal a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of claim 
1 or 2. 

20. (original) A method of treating a mammal suffering from mental disorders including 
Functional Somatic Disorders, for example, depression, fibromyalgia syndrome, chronic 
fatigue syndrome, pain, attention deficit/hyperactivity disorder, and visceral pain 
syndromes (VPS), such as irritable bowel syndrome (IBS), noncardiac chest pain 
(NCCP), functional dyspepsia, interstitial cystitis, essential vulvodynia, urethral 
syndrome, orchialgia, and affective disorders, including depressive disorders (major 
depressive disorder, dysthymia, atypical depression) and anxiety disorders (generalized 
anxiety disorder, phobias, obsessive compulsive disorder, panic disorder, post-traumatic 
stress disorder), premenstrual dysphoric disorder, temperomandibular disorder, atypical 
face pain, migraine headache, and tension headache, comprising the step of: 

administering to said mammal a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of claim 
lor 2. 

21. (original) The method of claim 18, 19, or 20, wherein said mammal is a primate, equine, 
canine or feline. 

22. (original) The method of claim 18, 19, or 20, wherein said mammal is a human. 

23. (original) The method of claim 18, 19, or 20, wherein said compound is administered 
orally. 

24. (original) The method of claim 18, 19, or 20, wherein said compound is administered 
intravenously.

33. (original) The method of claim 18, 19, or 20, wherein said compound is administered 
buccally. 

34. (original) The method of claim 18, 19, or 20, wherein said compound is administered 
nasally. 

35. (original) A composition comprising a selective serotonin reuptake inhibitor and a 
compound of claim 1 or 2. 

36. (original) A composition comprising a selective norepinephrine reuptake inhibitor and a 
compound of claim 1 or 2. 

37. (original) A composition comprising a selective serotonin reuptake inhibitor, a selective 
norepinephrine reuptake inhibitor, and a compound of claim 1 or 2. 
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38. (original) The composition of claims 36 or 37, wherein said selective norepinephrine 
reuptake inhibitor is milnacipran. 

39. (original) The composition of any one of claims 35-37, wherein said compound of claim 
lor 2 is CS1713. 

40. (original) The composition of any one of claims 35-37, wherein said compound of claim 
1 or 2 is CS1714. 

41. (original) The composition of any one of claims 35-40, wherein said composition further 
comprises CS1814. 

42. (original) A composition comprising a selective serotonin reuptake inhibitor and 
CS1814. 

43. (original) A composition comprising a selective norepinephrine reuptake inhibitor and 
CS1814. 

44. (original) A composition comprising a selective serotonin reuptake inhibitor, a selective 
norepinephrine reuptake inhibitor, and CS1814. 
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
